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This  report  summarizes  the  findings  on  a 10-State  survey  conducted 
in  California,  Colorado,  Florida,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Michigan,  Ohio, 
Oregon,  New  York,  and  Texas.  This  is  the  second  report  published  by 
the  Crop  Reporting  Board  covering  the  cut  flower  industry.  The  first 
"pilot”  survey  conducted  in  1957  covered  the  States  of  California, 
Colorado,  Florida,  Illinois,  and  Iowa.  These  States  were  again  sur- 
veyed in  1958  while  production  and  sales  data  for  Michigan,  Ohio, 
Oregon,  New  York,  and  Texas  were  collected  for  the  first  time.  Size 
classification  information  for  the  new  States  is  published  on  pages 
11-15.  The  first  report  entitled  "Cut  Flowers"  was  issued  July  1957 
under  SpCr  6-1(57).  
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COT  FLOWERS  - PRODUCTION  AND  SALES  1957  AND  INTENTIONS  FOR  1958  IN  10  SELECTED  STATES 


Commercial  cut  flower  production  is  an  important  segment  of  agriculture,  as  indicated  ■by- 
reports  received  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  covering  the 
sales  of  carnations,  chrysanthemums,  gladiolus  and  roses  grown  in  10  selected  States.  Sales  of 
these  four  cut  flowers  by  2,786  commercial  growers  in  California,  Colorado,  Florida,  Illinois, 
Iowa,  Michigan,  New  York,  Ohio,  Oregon,  and  Texas  had  a wholesale  value  of  $58  million  in  1957* 
Additional  income  was  realized  by  growers  who  had  marketing  facilities,  and  by  growers  perform- 
ing additional  services.  The  $58  million  received  in  1957  was  29  percent  above  the  19^9  value 
reported  by  the  1950  Census  of  Agriculture.  While  some  of  the  larger  value  was  due  to  higher 
prices,  most  of  the  increase  since  19^9  was  due  to  the  increased  production  of  flowers. 

According  to  the  Census  of  Agriculture  for  1950,  these  four  cut  flowers  in  the  United 
States  accounted  for  44  percent  of  the  wholesale  value  of  all  cut  flowers,  flowering,  foliage 
and  bedding  plants  produced  in  19^9*  The  10  States  covered  in  the  survey  of  1957  accounted  for 
54  percent  of  the  U.  S.  value  of  four  selected  cut  flowers  in  19^9  and  24  percent  of  the  total 
value  of  all  cut  flowers,  flowering,  foliage  and  bedding  plants. 

The  wholesale  value  of  sales  by  growers  of  the  four  cut  flowers  in  Florida  was  $14.4  million 
in  1957*  California  reported  sales  of  $14.1  million;  Illinois,  $7*7  million;  New  York,  $7*0  mil- 
lion; Colorado,  $5*8  million;  Ohio,  $4.8  million;  Michigan,  $2.3  million;  and  Iowa,  Oregon,  and 
Texas,  each  reported  less  than  $1  million. 

The  estimates  in  this  report  relate  to  sales  by  commercial  producers.  A commercial  producer 
is  defined  as  one  who  produced  and  sold  $1,000  or  more  of  cut  flowers,  flowering  and  bedding 
plants  in  1956.  Only  commercial  producers  having  one  or  more  of  the  four  cut  flowers  surveyed 
were  included  in  this  report.  Reports  were  received  from  86  percent  of  the  commercial  growers  in 
the  10  States  and  these  growers  had  about  98  percent  of  the  sales  shown  in  this  report.  Non- 
reporting  establishments  were  small  growers  who  had  an  estimated  2 percent  of  the  total  sales.

In  California,  the  value  of  sales  for  four  major  cut  flowers  surveyed  in  1957  was  6 percent 
above  1956,  and  over  twice  as  large  as  similar  data  collected  for  1949  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census 
during  the  Agricultural  Census  of  1950.  The  sharp  Increase  since  1949  resulted  largely  from  in- 
creased production  of  carnations  and  standard  chrysanthemums.  The  increase  from  1956  to  1957 
resulted  from  greater  production  of  carnations  and  standard  chrysanthemums,  and  somewhat  more 
favorable  prices  to  growers  than  in  1956  for  these  two  flowers.  Fbr  1958,  carnations  and  chrys- 
anthemum producers  in  California  reported  intentions  to  increase  plantings  moderately  above  1957. 
Gladiolus  and  rose  growers  reported  intentions  about  the  same  as  1957*

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CARNATIONS 


About  235  million  carnation  blooms  were  sold  in  1957  by  growers  in  California, 
Colorado,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Michigan,  Ohio,  Oregon,  New  York,  and  Texas.  This  volume 
was  about  double  the  129  million  sold  by  growers  in  these  States  in  1949,  as  reported 
by  the  Agricultural  Census  of  1950.  California  and  Colorado  accounted  for  most  of  the 
increase.  In  1949,  these  nine  States  accounted  for  about  one-half  of  the  Nation's 
production  of  carnations. 

Ia  1957;  the  value  of  sales  made  by  the  1,382  commercial  growers  in  these  States 
amounted  to  $15*5  million.  Growers  in  Colorado  and  California  received  about  two- 
thirds  of  the  value  of  sales  and  accounted  for  about  68  percent  of  the  sales  of  blooms 
in  these  States. 

Average  sales  per  producer  varied  from  12,600  flowers  in  Texas  to  480,000  in 
Colorado  and  670,000  in  California.  Sales  per  producer  for  these  States  averaged 
170,000  blooms.  Sales  per  plant  in  production  during  1957  varied  from  5 .6  blooms  on 
Long  Island,  New  York  to  11.0  in  California  and  averaged  9.2  for  the  nine  States. 

Producers  in  these  States  reported  about  94  percent  of  their  sales  at  wholesale 
and  6 percent  at  retail.  The  proportion  of  sales  at  wholesale  varied  from  11  percent 
in  Texas  to  100  percent  in  California.  The  average  wholesale  price  per  bloom  was 

6.6  cents.  However,  there  was  considerable  variation  between  States;  namely,  4.7  cents 
per  bloom  in  California,  6.7  cents  on  Long  Island.  New  York,  7*0  cents  in  Illinois, 

8.7  cents  in  Colorado,  8.9  cents  in  Ohio,  and  13.4  cents  for  limited  sales  in  Texas. 

Pbr  1958,  carnation  producers  in  the  nine  States  reported  a 6 percent  increase  in 
intentions  over  1957  for  the  number  of  plants  in  production.  Illinois  indicated  a 17 
percent  increase  over  last  year;  California  an  8 percent  increase;  Colorado,  6 percent; 
and  Ohio,  3 percent.  Long  Island,  New  York  reported  no  change  in  the  number  of  plants 
they  intended  to  have  in  production  for  1958. 

In  the  four  States,  California,  Colorado,  Iowa,  and  Illinois,  having  comparable 
sales  data  for  both  1956  and  1957;  commercial  growers  reported  carnation  sales  at 
$11,615,000  for  1957 — up  7 percent  from  1956.  California  and  Colorado  showed  sub- 
stantial increases  in  dollar  sales  during  1957,  while  Illinois  and  Iowa  reported  de- 
creases. The  184  million  blooms  sold  during  1957  were  2 percent  above  1956  sales. 
Colorado  showed  an  increase  in  the  number  of  producers,  while  Illinois,  California, 
and  Iowa  reported  small  to  moderate  declines. 

Average  sales  per  producer  in  these  States  increased  from  approximately  315,000 
blooms  in  1956  to  327,000  blooms  in  1957*  The  average  wholesale  price  for  the  four 
States  increased  from  6.0  cents  in  1956  to  6.3  cents  in  1957*  Average  sales  per  plant 
in  production  were  10.0  blooms  in  both  years. 

The  number  of  plants  in  production  in  the  four  States  increased  about  1 percent 
from  1956  to  1957*  A year  ago,  producers  in  these  States  reported  intentions  to  in- 
crease 1957  plantings  about  5 percent.  By  States,  Colorado  increased  carnation 
plantings  7 percent  from  1956  to  1957;  California  was  up  fractionally;  Illinois  was 
down  5 percent;  and  Iowa  was  down  7 percent.

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STANDARD  CHRYSANTHEMUMS 


The  1957  wholesale  value  of  sales  of  standard  chrysanthemum  flowers  was  reported 
at  nearly  the  $3  million  mark  in  California  and  above  $1  million  in  Illinois.  In  the 
10-State  survey  (California,  Colorado,  Florida,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Michigan,  New  York, 
Ohio,  Oregon,  and  Texas)  the  1,727  commercial  producers  had  sales  at  $6.8  million  in 
1957.  California  had  about  40  percent  of  the  total  value  of  sales  reported  in  these 
States,  and  Illinois,  Ohio,  and  New  York  had  about  15  percent  each.  Most  of  the 
standard  chrysanthemum  crop  is  grown  outside  or  under  shade  in  California  and 
Florida  while  in  the  other  eight  States,  the  bulk  is  grown  under  glass. 

Sales  of  standard  chrysanthemum  flowers  in  the  10  States  about  doubled  in  the 
past  8 years — 43  million  in  1957  against  22  million  reported  In  19^9  by  the  Agricul- 
tural Census  of  1950.  Large  increase^  since  1949,  occurred  in  California,  Illinois, 
and  Ohio  while  New  York  showed  a decline.  In  1949,  these  States  accounted  for  about 
55  percent  of  the  United  States  total  production. 

For  1958>  standard  chrysanthemum  growers  in  these  States  reported  a 7 percent 
increase  in  intentions  over  1957  for  the  number  of  plants  in  production.  All 
States  indicated  small  to  moderate  increases  for  1958  plantings. 

California  marketed  26  million  blooms  in  1957  or  about  60  percent  of  the  number 
reported  in  the  10  States.  Average  sales  per  producer  during  1957  ranged  from  about 
4,200  blooms  in  Iowa  to  171,000  blooms  in  California.  Sales  per  plant  in  production 
during  1957  ranged  from  0.9  bloom  in  Texas  to  2.1  blooms  in  California.  Many  grow- 
ers disbud  to  one  flower  per  plant,  while  other  growers  market  two  and  sometimes 
three  flowers  per  plant.  Except  for  States  having  a smell  production,  chrysanthemum 
flowers  are  grown  almost  entirely  for  wholesale  sales.  The  proportion  of  sales  at 
wholesale  varied  from  a low  of  52  percent  in  Iowa  to  100  percent  In  California.  The 
wholesale  price  per  bloom  ranged  from  11.2  cents  per  bloom  in  California  to  26.0 
cents  for  limited  sales  in  Colorado  and  averaged  15.9  seats  for  the  10  States. 

In  the  five  States,  California,  Colorado,  Florida,  Illinois,  and  Iowa,  having 
comparable  sales  data  for  both  1956  and  1957,  commercial  producers  reported  standard 
chrysanthemum  sales  at  $4,372,000  for  1957 — up  10  percent  from  1956.  California  re- 
ported a substantial  increase  in  dollar  sales  during  1957,  and  Illinois  reported  a 
moderate  increase.  FLorida  reported  a substantial  reduction  in  sales  as  growers  re- 
duced their  plantings  of  standard  chrysanthemums.  The  32.4  million  blooms  sold  in 
these  five  States  during  1957  was  up  3 percent  from  1956.  However,  the  number  of 
producers  having  standard  chrysanthemums  was  down  2 percent.  Declines  in  the  number 
of  growers  in  California,  Colorado  and  Illinois  more  than  offset  an  increase  in  Iowa. 
FLorida  reported  no  change  in  the  number  of  growers. 

The  average  wholesale  price  for  the  five  States  increased  from  12.6  cents  in 
1958  to  13»5  cents  in  1957*  Sales  per  plant  in  production  increased  from  1.7  blooms 
in  1956  to  1.8  blooms  in  1957* 

The  number  of  plants  in  production  in  1957  In  the  five  States  increased  frac- 
tionally from  1956.  Growers  in  Colorado,  Illinois  and  Iowa  reported  an  increase, 
while  growers  in  California  and  FLorida  reported  a decrease  in  the  number  of  plants 
in  production.  A year  ago,  producers  in  these  States  reported  intentions  to  increase 
1957  plantings  about  2 percent.

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POMPON  CHRYSANTHEMUMS 


Production  of  pompon  chrysanthemums  is  centered  in  Florida,  hut  is  also  an  im- 
portant source  of  income  in  California,  New  York,  Illinois,  and  Ohio.  In  the  10- 
State  survey  (California,  Colorado,  Florida,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Michigan,  New  York, 

Ohio,  Oregon  and  Texas)  the  1,894  commercial  producers  reported  sales  at  $10.4  mil- 
lion. Florida  accounted  for  50  percent  of  this  total.  The  value  of  sales  in  Cali- 
fornia, New  York,  Illinois  and  Ohio  ranged  from  9 to  11  percent  of  the  10-State 
total.  Because  of  the  phenomenal  increase  in  pompon  production  in  Florida  since 
1949,  the  15  million  hunches  sold  in  these  States  in  1957  were  more  than  double  the 
amount  sold  in  1949,  as  reported  hy  the  1950  Census  of  Agriculture.  Increased  sales 
were  also  recorded  for  California  and  Illinois,  while  declines  were  reported  for  New 
York,  Ohio,  and  Michigan.  In  1949,  these  States  accounted  for  about  one-half  of  the 
national  production  of  pompon  chrysanthemums. 

Fbi  1958>  pompon  chrysanthemum  growers  in  the  10  States  reported  a 10  percent 
increase  in  intentions  over  1957  for  the  number  of  plants  in  production.  Florida 
indicated  a substantial  increase  over  last  year.  However,  serious  winter  freezes 
in  that  State  had  caused  a partial  loss  of  some  plantings.  Growers  in  California, 
Illinois,  and  Ohio  reported  increases  for  intentions,  while  reductions  were  indicated 
for  Michigan  and  New  York. 

In  1957#  Florida  marketed  7*5  million  bunches  and  California,  2.9  million.  Av- 
erage sales  per  producer  ranged  from  about  1,560  bunches  in  Iowa  to  170,000  bunches 
in  Florida.  The  number  of  plants  required  to  market  one  bunch  of  pompons  varied 
from  2.7  on  Long  Island,  New  York  to  3»9  in  Illinois,  and  averaged  3*1  for  the  10 
States. 

Growers  in  Florida  and  California  sold  most  of  their  pompons  at  wholesale, 
while  in  States  having  smaller  production,  some  sales  were  at  retail.  The  proportion 
of  sales  at  wholesale  varied  from  a low  of  about  one-half  in  Iowa  to  practically  all 
in  California.  The  average  wholesale  price  per  bunch  was  69  cents.  Wholesale 
prices  received  by  producers  were  38  cents  per  bunch  in  California,  70  cents  in 
Florida,  89  cents  in  Ohio,  and  94  cents  in  Illinois. 

In  the  five  States,  California,  Colorado,  Florida,  Illinois,  and  Iowa,  having 
comparable  sales  data  for  1956  and  1957*  commercial  producers  reported  pompon  chrys- 
anthemum sales  at  $7,827,000  for  1957— up  18  percent  from  1956.  Florida  reported  a 
substantial  increase  in  dollar  sales  during  1957*  Illinois  and  Colorado  showed 
small  increases,  while  declines  were  reported  in  California  and  Iowa.  The  11.9  mil- 
lion bunches  sold  in  these  States  during  1957  were  13  percent  above  1956  sales.  All 
States  reported  small  to  moderate  reductions  in  the  number  of  producers  in  1957  with 
an  overall  reduction  of  about  4 percent  from  1956. 

In  1957,  the  average  wholesale  price  in  the  five  States  was  66  cents,  up  4 cents 
from  1956.  The  number  of  plants  required  to  produce  one  bunch  of  pompons  for  market 
in  these  States  in  1957  was  3»1  plants,  an  increase  of  approximately  0.2  plant  from 
1956. 

The  number  of  plants  in  production  in  1957  in  the  five  States  increased  21  per- 
cent from  1956.  Producers  in  Florida  had  a 53  percent  increase  in  plantings  from 
1956  to  1957*  Illinois  producers  increased  their  plantings  6 percent,  while  Cali- 
fornia producers  reported  a l4  percent  reduction  in  plantings.  A year  ago,  producers 
in  these  States  reported  intentions  to  increase  1957  plantings  about  13  percent.

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GLADIOLUS 


Production  of  gladiolus  for  cut  flowers  is  a highly  commercialized  industry  in 
a number  of  States  and  ranks  high  as  a source  of  income  to  growers  in  Florida, 
California,  and  New  York.  A survey  of  the  crop  in  10  States  (California,  Colorado, 
Florida,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Michigan,  New  York,  Ohio,  Oregon,  and  Texas)  discloses  that 
sales  made  by  the  646  commercial  growers  in  these  States  in  1957  Lad  a wholesale 
value  of  $11.5  million.  This  is  an  average  of  nearly  $18,000  per  grower.  These 
same  growers  reported  that  they  merchandized  21.1  million  dozen  (253  million)  spikes. 
At  the  reported  value,  they  received  an  average  of  approximately  5^  cents  per  dozen 
spikes  wholesale.  According  to  the  Agricultural  Census  of  1950,  these  10  States 
accounted  for  about  three-fourths  of  the  national  production  of  gladiolus  in  1949. 
Since  1949,  the  value  of  sales  in  these  States  has  increased  6 percent. 

Average  sales  per  producer  varied  from  about  1,4-00  dozen  spikes  in  Iowa  to 
266,000  dozen  spikes  in  Florida.  Sales  per  acre  during  1957  ranged  from  about  720 
dozen  spikes  in  Oregon  to  3,570  dozen  spikes  in  California. 

Producers  in  the  10  selected  States  reported  that  91  percent  of  their  sales 
wer_*  wholesale  and  9 percent  retail.  The  proportion  of  sales  at  wholesale  ranged 
from  74  percent  in  Ohio  to  100  percent  in  California.  The  average  wholesale  price 
per  dozen  spikes  was  5^  cents.  Wholesale  prices  varied  from  36  cents  per  dozen 
spikes  in  Illinois,  to  55  cents  in  FLorlda  and  California,  and  87  cents  for  limited 
sales  in  Texas. 

Far  1958,  producers  of  gladiolus  for  cut  flowers  in  the  10  States  reported  in- 
tentions to  plant  the  same  number  of  acres  as  were  planted  in  1957*  FLorida  growers 
reported  intentions  to  plant  the  same  acreage  in  1958  as  reported  for  1957*  However, 
serious  winter  freezes  in  that  State  have  caused  partial  loss  of  some  acreage.  Iowa, 
Michigan,  and  Texas  indicated  substantial  increases  over  last  year  while  California, 
Ohio,  and  Long  Island,  New  York  indicated  small  to  moderate  increases.  Producers  in 
Colorado,  Illinois,  Oregon,  and  Upstate  New  York  reported  intentions  to  reduce 
plantings  below  1957* 

In  the  five  States,  California,  Colorado,  Florida,  Illinois,  and  Iowa,  having 
comparable  sales  data  for  both  1956  and  1957*  commercial  growers  reported  gladiolus 
sales  at  $10,629,000  for  1957 — up  13  percent  from  the  $9,4-30,000  in  1956.  FLorida 
and  Colorado  reported  a substantial  increase  in  dollar  sales  during  1957,  and  Iowa 
showed  a small  increase.  California  and  Illinois  reported  decreases.  The  19.6  mil- 
lion dozen  spikes  sold  in  these  States  during  1957  were  9 percent  above  the  1956 
sales  of  18.0  million  dozen  spikes  even  though  the  number  of  producers  was  down 
about  l4  percent.  All  States,  except  Colorado,  showed  a reduction  in  number  of  pro- 
ducers from  1956  to  1957* 

The  average  wholesale  price  for  the  five  States  increased  slightly  from  53 
cents  per  dozen  spikes  in  1956  to  5h  cents  in  1957*  Sales  per  acre  in  production 
increased  from  1,910  dozen  spikes  in  1956  to  2,060  dozen  spikes  in  1957* 

The  number  of  acres  in  production  in  the  five  States  increased  about  1 percent 
from  1956  to  1957*  A year  ago,  producers  in  these  States  reported  intentions  to  in- 
crease 1957  plantings  about  3 percent.  In  the  important  producing  State  of  Florida, 
the  acreage  harvested  in  1957  was  unchanged  from  1956  while  California  acreage  was 
down  10  percent.  Fbr  Colorado,  Iowa,  and  Illinois,  the  acreage  in  production  in 
1957  was  above  the  estimates  for  1956.

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ROSES 


Rose  flowers  are  produced  by  relatively  few  commercial  growers  but  rank  high  as 
a source  of  income  in  California,  Illinois,  New  York,  Michigan,  and  Ohio,  The  218 
growers  in  the  eight-State  survey  (California,  Colorado,  Illinois,  Iowa,  New  York, 
Michigan,  Ohio,  and  Oregon)  reported  value  of  sales  of  roses  at  $13,8  million  in 
1957*  The  average  value  per  grower  was  about  $63,000, 

Blooms  sold  in  1957  were  179  million,  a decline  of  12  percent  from  19^9  as  re- 
ported by  the  1950  Census  of  Agriculture,  Declines  from  19^9  in  Illinois,  New  York, 
and  Ohio  more  than  offset  the  increase  reported  in  California.  In  1949#  the  eight 
States  in  the  survey  accounted  for  about  one -half  of  the  national  production. 

By  States,  California  marketed  over  67  million  blooms  in  1957#  followed  by 
Illinois  with  nearly  46  million;  New  York,  over  30  million;  Michigan  and  Ohio,  each 
about  11  million;  Oregon,  6 million;  and  Colorado  and  Iowa,  each  3 million.  Average 
sales  per  producer  ranged  from  187,000  blooms  in  Colorado  to  1,644,000  in  California. 
Sales  per  plant  in  production  during  1957  ranged  from  17*1  blooms  in  Colorado  to 

25.0  blooms  in  California,  and  averaged  22.1  in  the  eight  States. 

Producers  in  these  States  reported  practically  all  of  their  sales  at  wholesale. 
The  wholesale  price  per  bloom  averaged  7.7  cents,  and  varied  from  6.1  cents  in 
Oregon  to  10.5  cents  in  Colorado. 

Ibr  plants  in  production  in  1958#  rose  growers  in  the  eight  States  reported  a 
small  decrease  in  intentions  from  their  1957  operations.  Decreases  in  Colorado, 
Illinois,  Michigan,  and  Upstate  New  York  just  about  offset  the  increases  reported 
in  California  and  Ohio. 

In  the  four  States,  California,  Colorado,  Illinois,  and  Iowa,  where  comparable 
sales  data  for  1956  and  1957  are  available,  commercial  growers  reported  rose  sales 
at  $8,543#000  for  1957— * down  2 percent  from  1956.  California  reported  a small  in- 
crease in  dollar  sales  during  1957#  while  Colorado,  Illinois,  and  Iowa  reported  de- 
creases. The  119.4  million  blooms  sold  in  these  States  during  1957  were  down  6 per- 
cent from  1956  sales.  All  States,  except,  Iowa  showed  a reduction  in  number  of 
producers  from  1956  to  1957  with  the  number  of  producers  for  the  four  States  down 
about  7 percent. 

The  average  wholesale  price  per  bloom  for  the  four  States  increased  from  6.9 
cents  in  1956  to  7.2  cents  in  1957*  Sales  per  plant  in  production  declined  from 

24.0  blooms  in  1956  to  23.0  blooms  in  1957* 

The  number  of  plants  in  production  in  the  four  States  decreased  about  2 percent 
from  1956  to  1957.  California  reported  a small  increase  from  1956;  Colorado,  Illi- 
nois and  Iowa  reported  fewer  plants  in  production.  A year  ago,  producers  in  these 
States  reported  intentions  to  increase  1957  plants  about  3 percent;  however,  this 
increase  did  not  materialize.

In  Colorado,  1957  sales  of  four  cut  flowers  were  6 percent  above  1956  and  43  percent  above 
similar  data  collected  for  1949  during  the  Agricultural  Census  of  1950.  The  Increase  in  sales 
from  1956  to  1957,  and  during  the  8-year  period  from  1949  to  1957,  resulted  almost  entirely  from 
greater  sales  of  carnations.  Ebr  1958,  carnation  producers  in  Colorado  reported  intentions  to 
increase  plantings  moderately  above  1957 « 

Florida  chrysanthemum  and  gladiolus  growers  reported  1957  sales  21  percent  above  1956  and 
over  three-fourths  above  similar  data  collected  for  1949  during  the  Agricultural  Census  of  1950. 
The  large  increase  since  1949  resulted  from  a continued  expansion  in  the  gladiolus  industry  and 
a rapid  development  of  the  pompon  chrysanthemum  industry.  Sales  of  gladiolus  during  1957  showed 
a substantial  increase  over  1956.  Growers  also  harvested  a record  crop  of  pompon  chrysanthemums. 
For  1958,  Florida  growers  reported  intentions  to  increase  plantings  of  pompon  chrysanthemums. 
Gladiolus  growers  indicated  no  change  in  acreage  from  1957  to  1958.  However,  the  1958  production 
of  both  chrysanthemums  and  gladiolus  will  be  cut  sharply  in  Florida  as  a result  of  serious  winter 
freezes  in  that  State. 

Illinois  cut  flower  producers  reported  that  the  value  of  1957  sales  of  four  major  cut  flow- 
ers was  3 percent  below  1956,  and  about  10  percent  below  similar  data  reported  for  194 9 by  the 
Bureau  of  Census.  The  decline  since  1949  has  resulted  entirely  from  a reduction  in  rose  produc- 
tion. The  small  reduction  in  sales  from  1956  to  1957  resulted  largely  from  reduced  output  of 
carnations,  gladiolus  and  roses.  Ebr  1958,  Illinois  growers  reported  intentions  to  increase 
carnation  and  chrysanthemum  plantings.  Rose  growers  indicated  about  the  same  number  of  plants 
in  production  as  in  1957 ° 

In  Iowa,  the  1957  value  of  sales  of  the  four  major  cut  flowers  surveyed  were  9 percent  be- 
low 1956  and  about  one-fourth  below  similar  data  collected  for  during  the  Agricultural 

Census  of  1950. 

Michigan  cut  flower  producers  reported  the  value  of  1957  sales  of  four  major  cut  flowers  14 
percent  below  similar  data  for  1949  collected  during  the  Agricultural  Census  of  1950.  Declines 
were  indicated  for  carnations,  roses  and  pompon  chrysanthemums.  Ebr  1958,  Michigan  growers  re- 
ported intentions  to  increase  plantings  of  carnations  and  standard  chrysanthemums,  but  to  reduce 
plantings  of  pompon  chrysanthemums  and  roses. 

In  New  York,  the  value  of  sales  of  four  cut  flowers  surveyed  was  10  percent  below  similar 
data  for  1949.  Long  Island  sales  were  down  about  15  percent,  while  Upstate  New  York  growers 
indicated  sales  down  6 percent.  The  decline  since  1949  on  Long  Island  was  reported  for  each  of 
the  four  cut  flowers  surveyed.  In  Upstate  New  York,  the  small  decline  since  1949  has  resulted 
from  a reduced  output  of  roses.  On  Long  Island,  New  York,  growers  reported  intentions  to  in- 
crease plantings  of  standard  chrysanthemums,  while  no  change  was  indicated  for  carnations  and 
roses.  A reduction  was  indicated  for  pompon  chrysanthemums.  In  Upstate  New  Yorkj  growers  indi- 
cated increased  plantings  for  standard  chrysanthemums  and  carnations,  but  reductions  for  pompon 
chrysanthemums  and  roses. 

Ohio  flower  producers  reported  1957  value  of  sales  of  four  cut  flowers  about  8 percent 
above  the  1950  Census  of  Agriculture.  A moderate  increase  since  1949  was  indicated  for  most  of 
the  cut  flowers  included  in  the  survey.  Ebr  1958,  Ohio  growers  reported  intentions  to  increase 
each  of  the  cut  flowers  moderately  over  1957  plantings. 

In  Oregon,  the  1957  value  of  sales  of  four  cut  flowers  was  20  percent  below  similar  data 
collected  for  1949  during  the  1950  Census  of  Agriculture.  The  decline  resulted  largely  from  re- 
duced sales  of  carnations  and  chrysanthemums.  For  1958,  Oregon  growers  reported  intentions  to 
reduce  plantings  of  carnations  from  1957 > while  rose  plantings  were  indicated  unchanged. 

Texas  flower  growers  reported  1957  value  of  sales  of  four  major  cut  flowers  only  about  one- 
half  of  1949.  Growers  of  gladiolus  reported  the  greatest  reduction  in  sales.  Ebr  1958,  Texas 
growers  have  reported  intentions  to  increase  plantings  of  chrysanthemums. 
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
